WAS LOUIS PHILIPPE 
REALLY CHIAPPINI? 


By AUGUSTUS 8T. MARS 


To save. his neck during the Re- 


ign of Terror, Louis, Duke of Orleans’ 


great-grandson. of King Louis XIII. 
‘carried water or both shoulders. . 

Affecting sympathy with the peo- 
ple’s cause, he.renounced his titles, as- 
sumer the name of “Philippe Egalite” 
(Equality) and voted for the death of 
the unhappy Louis XVL, his cousin. - 

But all of this while he was pav- 
ing: hisi way to escape the guillotine 
and, after the revolution should blow 
over, secure succession to the throne 
to his own blood. He had taken as 
wife a royal princess, a kinswoman of 
his cousin the. King, and his ambitions 
to have a son caused him great an- 
xiety, for, ‘according to the French law, 

no woman could succeed to ‘the throne. 
So “Philip Equality” became the ‘ob- 
ject of warm congratulation when it 
was announced that his first born was 
a boy, especially inasmuch as Louis 
XVI was at that time childless. 

This lad in whom the cidevant Duc 
‘d’Orleans centered all his hopés was 
named Louis Philippe. But Philippe 
Egalite’s schemes did not save.his own 
villainous head. ‘After the-accession of 
the Jacobeans to power in the Con- 
vention and within less than 4 year 
after the execution.of his cousin, ‘Louis 
XVI, he was carried to the dreadful 
guillotine. A.year a and’half later the 
little Dauphin of France ‘disappear- 
ed. Then the: -young ‘Louis Philippe be- 
came involved ‘in a ‘conspiracy - against 
the republic and was banished irom 
France,'-His - ‘estate having been con~- 
fiscated, he ndw found himself penni- 
less and alone. 

After teaching school for a season in 
Switzerland, he travelled incognito 
through northern Europe and, declar- 
ing himself a Danish sisbject, took 
passage on board a ship bound for 
America. Landing in Philadelphia, he 
was met by. his two-exiled brothers, and 
the three princes - ‘travelled through 
New England,‘: ‘explored the ‘ Great 
Lakes, toured the valley of the Mis- 
sissippi, saw the future site of ‘the na- 
tional capital and Visited “General 
Washington at Mount Vernon. Not un- 
til after he had been an exile from 
his beloved France for more than '20 
years did there come the final over- 
throw of Napoleon and the restoration 
. of the Bourbon dynasty under Louis 
XVIII. 

Louis Philippe was now allowed to 
return home, but his travels in the 
Land of the Free had intensified those 
liberal and democratic ideals which— 
unlike “I‘hilippe Egalite’—he cherish- 
ed with honesty an@ sincerity. His 
espousal of these principles soon of- 
fended Louis XVIII. But that mon- 
arch’s rule was shortly: to end and 
next came the succession of Charles 
X., whose policies, dictated by the 
Church, precipitated ‘:the three-days 
‘revolution of 1830 and lost him the 
throne. “Philippe Egalite’s” most 
cherished wish' was now to be grant- 
ed. The crown was given to Louis 
Philippe as the result of an election 
‘by the deputies and peers swayed by 
the strong influence of Lafayette, 

Because his espousal of the plain 
people the new monarch was hailed as 
“The Citizen King,” and he added to 
his popularity by calling himself 
“King of the French” rather than 
“King of France. But like all popular 
idols, his days of influence were num-~ 
bered. The populace grew weary 
of him. After he had reigned for 18 

- years another revolution broke forth 
and his throne was overturned. Dis- 
guising himself as a scullion, he crept 
down the servants’ stairway. of the 
palace and, taking his queen with him, 

' escaped to England, where he died two 
years later. : 

Although official’ history states that 
‘King Louis Philippe was the son of 
“Philippe Egalite,” there were per- 
sistent traditions that he was of very 
humble birth.” So far as “Philippe 
Egalite”. “himself. was concerned, his 
private life had been quite as treacher- 
ous as was his public career. His whole 
‘married life -was a succéssion of in- 
trigues, and ‘several noted personages 
whose es tcheons bore the bar sinister 
traced their ancestry to him. ae 

- By his childrén’s governess, the 
noted Madaime dé-: Genlis, ‘he is sup-

posed to favcs been the father of Ma- 
dame Cappelle, whose daughter, Marie 
Lafarge, played the stellar role in the 
most sensational of French murder 
mysteries; also of that mysterious 
creature of  lovéliness, the be- 
loved “Pamela” who married the Irish 
martyr, Lord Edward Fitzgerald. In~ 
deed,. “Philippe Egalite’ knew no 
scruple that would thwart expediency. 

Therefore, Dame Gossip found ready 
listeners when she whispered about 
the chancelleries of Europe that old 
Philippe’s ambitions had heen thwart- 
ed by the stork and that a girl, born 
to him and his wife at the time when 
a son was devoutly desired, had béen 
smuggled away and a_ boy. 'substuted 
in her place. According to the story, 
this infant daughter, cheated out of 
her rightful place as a princess of the

Under the new regulations, British 
subjects are forbidden to associate 
with persons ‘who could reasonably be 
suspected of aiding the enemy. 

Access to certain districts can be 
prohibited. at 

Special measures can be taken to 
prevent disturbance of radio,  tele- 
phones and telegraphs as well as dis- 
closure of information likely to be 
useful to. the enemy. 

Cypher messages may henceforth 
only be sent by special authorisation. 

Special rights are conferred on the 
Government with regard to the cut- 
ting off of supplies of electricity, gas 
and ‘water. . 

Travellers from abroad may be 
searched on their arrival in Britain. 

No British subject may, in event of 
outbreak of war, enter enemy. terri- 
tory or travel on enemy ships or in 
enemy airplanes.—Trans-Ocean. .
